HELENA, Ark. (AP) - Mu- 


nicipal Judge D. S. .Heslep de- 
clared today that civil rights 
organizations should teach Ne- 
groes the desirability of bathing 
regularly 
and 
observing the 


sanctity 
of marriage 
rather 


than promote anti - segregation 
demonstrations. 


So saying, Heslep fined two 


field secretaries of the Student, 
Non-Violent Coordinating Com- 
mittee $300 each and gave each 
a suspended 30-day sentence 
in connection with two demon- 
strations in which 32 persons 
were arrested in Helena last 
Saturday. 


Heslep rebuked the two men 


—William Hansen Jr., 24, 'of 
Pine 
Bluff, 
Ark., and 
John 


Bradford, 22, of Mound Bayou, 
Miss., for 10 minutes before pro- 
nouncing sentence. 


He said he would put Helena 


against any city in the nation 
for smoothness of race relations 
"except for a few outside agita- 
tors and red-necks who would 
mistreat anybody." 


"These people (Negroes) need 


help," Heslep said, "but they 
don't need your kind of help. 
They need people to teach them 
to think, talk and act like hu- 
man beings." 


Heslep told George Howard 


Jr., state president of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
and attorney for the defendants, 
"The unfortunate thing about 
the racial situation is that the 


1 rest of them (the Negroes) 


dun't come educated and well- 
dressed like you." 


Howard, Hansen and Brad- 


ford sat in stony silence during 
the judge's discourse. Howard 
then filed a notice of appeal and 
the appeal bond was set at $750 
each.

Snyder a reception that was 
warm, although subdued, after 
a convention floor fight over re- 
admitting the ostracized Team- 
sters Union. 


Meany, with the help of most 


delegates, wielded a heavy gav- 
el, in killing the move to con- 
sider taking back the Team- 
sters, o u s t e d on corruption 
charges in 1957. 


Snyder, president of U.S. In- 


dustries Inc., manufacturers ol 
automation equipment, linked 
the civil rights movement anc 
the g r o w i n g unemployment 
problem, 'saying: 
, "The gap betweivi the column 
of figures running down the bal- 
ance sheet and the column of 
Negroes marching down an em- 
battled street is a slim one in- 
deed." 


He described himself as no 


particular friend of labor, but 
said automation equipment puts 
thousands of people out of work 
every .week, and added: 


"I want to sell the automation 


machines my company makes, 
and if our economy turns sour, 
if the unemployment problem is 
not solved, I will have difficulty 
selling them." 


The problem calls for a total 


effort by labor, 
management 


and government, Snyder said, 
and he favored a reduced work 
week as one of the answers.

Sever- 
al bishops have criticized the 
nsertion of the declarations into 
he schema, saying it should be 
imited to strictly Christian un- 
ty matters. 


Several Middle East patri- 


archs have said the declaration 
on the Jews might have politi- 
cal implications in their Arab 
area. 


No one has questioned the 


actual content of the declara- 
tions. The one on the Jews says 
they alone are not to blame for 
the crucifixion, but that all man- 
kind is responsible. The state- 
ment on religious liberty up- 
holds the right of individuals to 
worship God according to their 
consciences. 


A c o u n c i l press spokes- 


man reported Cardinal Meyer's 
remarks, paraphrasing him as 
saying:

Soviet embassy officials said 


the Congolese also had cut the 
telephone and electric supply to 
the luxury apartment where the 
100-man Soviet mission

and works. 


Sources close to the Congo- 


lese government 
hinted that 


"highly compromising" docu- 
ments had been seized from the 
two arrested diplomats. 


Gendarmes stood guard out- 


side the embassy building Tues- 
day night, refusing to allow call- 
ers to enter.

Rockefeller 
Gets New Plane 


MORRILTON, Ark. (AP) - 


A r k a n s a s businessman and 
rancher Winthrop Rockefeller is 
rapidly acquiring his own air 
fleet. 


He announced Tuesday the 


purchase of a $900,000 twin-en- 
gine jet plane for use in out-of- 
state 
flights. 
Rockefeller al- 


ready has a conventional twin- 
engine plane, which an aide 
said he will use for shorter 
hops. 


The seven passenger jet craft 


has a top speed of 515 miles per 
hour, a ceiling of 45,000 feet, 
range of 2,000 miles and can 
land on 1,500 feet of runway.

were Yale Prof. Frederick C.

In the 16 days that he was 


imprisoned on spy charges, he 
told newsmen Tuesday, he was 
not mistreated and signed no 
confessions. 


He said his experience has 


not shattered his belief that cul- 
tural exchange programs be- 
tween ,the United States and 
Russia are a good thing. But 
the State Department still has 
not given a go ahead for sched- 
uled exchange talks which the 
United States canceled because 
of the Barghoorn incident. 


Professor, 52, who was re- 


leased Saturday and returned 
home Sunday, met with State

hours Tuesday to talk about his 
Moscow experience. Then he 
met with newsmen, telling this 
story: 


On Oct. 31, the eve of his 


planned departure from Mos- 
cow, he returned to the Metro- 
pole Hotel in the Soviet capital 
around 7:25 p.m. Suddenly he 
was approached by a "young- 
ish-looking man, carrying what 
looked like a roll of news- 
papers." 


The man asked something 


which Barghoorn believes was: 
"Are you an American?" 


"I was startled, said yes, and 


he pushed toward me the roll 
of newspapers. I took it. I 
thought, perhaps foolishly, that 
it was propaganda material and 
put it into my coat. Almost sim- 
ultaneously I was grabbed and 
hustled off in an automobile." 


He said there were photo- 


graphs in the roll, adding "I 
would not understand military 
matters." 


Barghoorn said that neither 


on this trip nor on previous 
visits to Russia was he on "in- 
telligence assignment."
